Ar an early hour this morning the Secretary-at- 
War moved a Vote of credit, on account of the war 
with China, to the amount of £3,800,000, adm itting 
that he did so “toa great extent by guess-work,” 
and stating apologetically that “the vote comprised 
“a sum of about £443,000, relating to past transac- 
tions unsettled from the last China war.” 


Turns are some well-meaning and right-minded 
persons who desire that Ireland should be permitted 


the present movement, and, in one or two cases, to 
its management. It is well worth while to reason 
calmly with such men, for they are patriotic, and, 
whether they or we are convinced, an advantage is 
gained. What is there, then, at the present time 
which renders it impolitie to moot the question now ? 
Is it because there are divisions among our people ? 
Alas! there have been divisions amongst us for all 
time, and, we say it with sorrow, fomented by the 
very persons who should have allayed them. If we 
are to wait until all our divisions are ended, we may, 
perhaps, defer the Volunteer movement until the 
year of grace 2001. We maintain that to place 
men together shoulder to shoulder, rank and 
file, with & common and honourable object, is the 


toarm in self-defence, but who object to the time of 


best way to calm divisions. There are no political or 
religious divisions in the army or the navy, or even in 
the militia. Or, are we to wait until France lays aside 
her “ ideas,” and no longer may wish to stir up slum- 
bering nationalities ? Well, there will be little cause 
for volunteering then; and can any man fix the period 
when that political millennium will atrive? The 
English Volunteers have just held their great an- 
niversary. They thought it was time for riflemen to 
form, for there whs danger abroad, and the wave of 
war which broke over Italy might beat upon our 
own shores, We are not yet separated from Eng. 
land, and the time of danger to one is a time of peril 
to the other; the precautions, therefore, should 
be taken at the same time for both. 

But the movement should be in “ proper” hands. 
How many will agree as to the persons who should 
be “proper,” if you leave that question open ? Is 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin the proper person to 
head the movement? If so, it is open to him to 
enter his name, and we warrant the Chief Magis- 
tracy of the city shall have its proper place. Is the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland the proper head ? 
Right glad would the Council be to welcome Lord 
Carlisle. Could the movement be safely entrusted to 
General Larcom? There is a place surely vacant for 
him. Or, would the Lord Lieutenant of the county 
of Dublin be the proper man? We believe 
the noblemen and gentlemen who form the 
Council will be glad to assign him his right 
place. Must not some one begin every na- 
tional movement? We believe the Volunteer 
movement in England was originated by two gentle- 
men who are proud to retain very subordinate posi- 
tions now. They who succeed in creating a national 
movement are always the proper persons to do 89. 
Would Sicily be free to-day if she had waited for the 
bewildered diplomatists of Downing-street to delibe- 
rate and settle who should be the man to avenge her ? 
For a year we had read with burning cheeks of Eng- 
lish enthusiasm, yet there was no stir amongst us. 
We were waiting patientlygor proper men, who, it 
seems, have not appeared. Let us have done with 
this! It was most desirable that one or two corps 
should be created for th | purpose of testing whether 
it was legal to voluntee in Ireland. After the lapse 
of a year a corps is formed by some gentlemen who 
were ashamed of the ignoble position of their country. 
Are they to be censured because they undertook a 
forlorn hope? Are they to be extinguished because 
there are other proper persons who have not yet 
come forward? If it is pronounced, on Tuesday 
night, that Government will legalise the movement, 
we shall! have abundance of aspirants ; and, if the 
Council be the men we take them to be, they will 
gladly, each of them, yield the post of honour to 
those whose position, office, or character entitle them 
to have precedence. á 

An honest attempt has been made to gain Vo- 
lunteers for Ireland. Doinot assail the gentlemen who 
have made it because there may be others you prefer. 
Let them come forward, for there is room for all ; 
but, meantime, do not | verify the old saying, that, 
if you could only spit} one Irishman, you would 
readily procure a dozen|Irishmén to roast him. 


Tur London journals teem with accounts of the 
horrible atrocities committed, not only by the Druses, 
but bythe Arabs and Mahometan people of the Plains, 
instigated, probably, by a desire to share in the 
plunder. In every case as yet narrated, the Turkish 
garrisons have either sided with the murderers or 
delayed sending assistance to the Christians until all 
was over. The district stretching from Mount 
Lebanon down to the sea was poisoned by unburied 
corpses. A subscription has been opened im London 
who have escaped, and at 
Cabinet has been roused to 
action. and Fuad Pasha, with 16,000 men, 
has been sent to the scene of carnage. The 
Druses, when the last advices left, were preparing 
for the siege of Damascus, for the safety of which 
town serious apprehensions were entertained. At 
Beyrout there were English, French, and Russian 
ships, but these can only secure the protection of the 
district immediately near the bay. It is stated that 


France and England are alike determined to leave 
the punishment ot the Druses to the Torte sone. 


This may-satisfy reasons of policy, but it will hardly 
serve the cause of humanity. There bas been an 
outbreak attended with similar horrors, though not 
so extensive, almost every ten years. Aleppo was 
sacked in 1850, and, though a few of the assassins 
were punished, the greatest criminals escaped. A 
bribe to a Turkish Pasha generally secures im- 
munity. 

It is deeply to be regretted that the divisions

About two years sincé there arose a quarrel, re- 
specting the time offcelebrating Easter. The 
Turks sided with those who retained the Eastern 
mode, but the French Consul sided with those who 
followed the order of the Patriarch of Smyrna. These 
dissensions and the jealousy of European Powers have 
thoroughly weakened the Christians, and induced the 
Druses to belicve they could act with impunity. Un- 
less the Druses be thqroughly disarmed, and the 
Turks act with more Wigour than they,have done. 
there ean be little hope of lasting tranquillity. The 
only period of peace ehjoyed by Syria was when it 
was umler the power of Mehemet Ali. If the Porte 
is too weak or indolent to secure the peace of this 
distant portion of his dominions, perhaps the best 
thing to do is to unite Syriato Egypt. Under a strong 
Government, Syria, which is now a desert, might 
recover something of its ancient fertility. 

From the statement of Lord John Russell, made in 
the Ilouse last night, it would appear that the Turk- 
ish troops actually available in Syria amount to 
only 400 men. If one Power intrigues in Syria, 
another intrigues in Bulgaria, Servia, and Bosnia, 
and to meet anticipated disturbances in these quar-

Lord Wodehouse 
assured the House of Lords that her Majesty's Govern- 
ment were in communication with Turkey, Russia, 
Prussia, Austria, and France as to the measures which 
would become necessary, and that the report that France 
threatened an armed interference is unfounded. We 
believe that this is the case, and that the wish of both 
the French Government and our own is that Turkey 
should repress these disorders herself, and take securi- 
ties against any repetition of them, 

Whether the Porte will in this matter be able 
to satisfy Europe is a very doubtful point. Already 
the guilty negligence, to say no worse, of the Turkish 
authorities has given licence to deeds which would 
amply justify Christian nations in declaring the province 
forfeited and in setting up a worthier Government 
International policy should truly be directed to high 
ends, and have some great and enduring good as its 
object, for it cannot be denied that, persistently carried 
out, it is answerable for much that shocks us. Policy 
in the East has made us shut our ears to the cry of the 
oppressed and our eyes to the excesses of the 
tyrant. It has made us dissemble the convic- 
tions we receive from religion, philosophy, and 
experience ; induced great statesmen gravely to assert 
the toleration of the Mussulman, the industry of the 
Tartar, the enlightenment of the seraglio, and the 
honesty of its Pashas. It has made pious Englishmen 
believe that east of acertain degree of longitude Chris- 
tianity is not Christianity, but a creed which only 
tends to the abasement of those who profess it, and, by 
taking the character of each church or people as de- 
scribed by its rivals, men have come to believe that 
every Servian isa savage, every Bulgarian a dog, every 
Greek a ‘huckstering knave, every Catholic a 
mongrel Levantine without a country, every 
Protestant a fellow who talks the cant of mis 
sionaries at so many pilasters a day, and, in short, 
that the old Churches of the East, the pro- 
ducts of the earliest Christian controversies, the depo- 
sitories of the most interesting traditions, and the 
living proofs of the vitality ot the faith, are of no more 
importance than the rig!tts of Mumbo Jumbo or the 
theology of the Feejec Islanders. We cannot but think 
that in this we have neither been highminded or pra- 
dent. It is undoubtedly our policy to uphold the Tur- 
kish Empire, but this can only be done bf taking hold 
of and working by that which is strongest in it. “That 
the Christian element is destined to supremacy at 
no great distance of time there ean be no doubt, and 
yet it can scarcely be said that we have made 
trienas with the Christians, or are trusted by them. 
Undoubtedly, no nation has worked harder than 
ourselves to induce the Porte to give its Rayan su jects 
just such a share of wellbeing as will induce them to 
bear its yoke, but English statesmen have always so 
loudly proclaimed the necessity of supporting the 
Turks at all hazards, and whatever their behaviour, 
that the Christians have been alienated, and the Turks 
have been induced to doubt our sympaty for those of 
our own faith. The Mussulmaus will use every re- 
source of obstinacy and duplicity to avoid making any 
real concessions, and when they know that a great 
Power like England is determined to keep them in 
their place through jealousy of her own rivals they will 
take advantage of this knowledge, refuse every demand, 
and every stipulation. 

We cannot but believe, therefore, that unless En- 
gland with her great influence over the Porte, insists 
sternly upon the rights of the Christians being now 
finally recognised, and their persons and property 
everywhere protected, the Porte will only make a pre 
tence even of putting a check on the fanatical Syrian 
clans. These Turks, with their half-civilised cunning, 


we shall protect them from France and Russia. Un- 
léas we can thoroughly frighten them, there will be no 
guarantee against a repetition of these doings. 4 
year ago it was at Jeddah, a few months since in 
Candia, to-day it is in the villages of Lebanon 
and Hermon, to-morrow it may be at Damascus 
or Jerusalem, next year it may be in the most populous 
and flourishing cities of Asia Minor. We believe that 
the Turkish Government, which has now, thanks to 
British arms and diplomacy, centralised the authority 
of the whole empire, and collects its taxes with ease In 
the districts now threatened, could easily have put down 
the Druses and their following of vagabond Kurds and 
h Araba, It is the duty of Eugland to see that this is 
now effectually done. Things have come to a crisis, 
and the moral feeling of the English people will not 
ow a worthless Government of Constantinople to 
shelter itself under our protection while it evades ali 
compliance with our two polite and patient representa- 
tions, . 

We believe that if Lord Stratford, who addressed the 
House of Lords with great feeling on this sulject, were 
back in Constantinaple, he would deal pretty plainly 
with the Sultan. His lordship, who knows the Turks 
well, fully confirms the suspicions which are abroad re- 
specting the connivance of the authorities in this 
massacre, apd sanctions the right of the European 
Powers to interfere. “ We are bound,” he says, “as 
one of the principal Powers of Europe, to see that justice 
is done to the Christian subjects of the Porte—ay, and 
to their Mussulman subjects too, and that the security 
which has been given to the Turkish Government by 
the Treaty of 1856 be not made use of asa screen 
for/their negligence.” In these opinions every man 
amas and feeling will join. The Porte must 
be made to repress and punish such lawlesssdoings at 
once, The thing is easy enough if taken earnestly in 
hand. The Druses are no such powerful body, and we 
fully believe would never have ventured on more than 
some plundering foray on their rivals, the Maronites, 
unless they had been sure of the complaisance of the 
Turks. The Chief Emir is directly responsible to the 
Vasha, and the Porte could punish him as easily as a 
few years ago it deposed the celebrated Emir Beschir, a 
man who exercised complete authority both over the 
l)ruses and Maronites, kept the peace between them, 
and almost fused a Christian sect into one body with the 
believers in metempsychosis and the worshippers of the 
ox. Surely the crime of favouring Mehemet Ali is not 
greater than that of planning the depopulation of a pro- 
vince?

The Daily News upon the Hankruptey Bill :— 


We fear that our contemporaries have been congra- 
tulating the public and each other rather prematurely 
on the resuscitation of the Bankruptcy Bill, which 
seems to be galvanic and not genuine.

PRIVATE CURK Bors VENCE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ) 
London, Wednesday. 

The breach between the Manchester Radicals and Mi- 
nisterial Liberals is widening more and more with the 
current of events. The Whigs are constantly to be found 
in all the nooks and corners of the House, trying their 
influence with the refractory. It is very well known 
that fifty members of the Ministerial side would have 
walked over to the Opposition, and cast their lot with the 
Conservatives, hdd Lord Palmerston adopted any other 
course upon the resolutions than the moderate one. 
The Whigs, in their anxiety to close the breach, have let 
out to the Manchesterians that at least thirteen—as 
many as would turn the scale—of supporters Lord Palmer- 
ston are Liberals only in pame, and retain their present 
position solely from a feeling ofattachment to their chi f 
You will see from this the chances which the resolutions 
have opened up to Conservatism, independently of any 
further action; but when you take into account that 
Bright's party, in their determination to break with the 
Premier and put forward Gladstone, omit no opportunity 
of abusing the former, you may see the advantages which 
divisions and cliques will lead to. The organ of Bright 
and Gibson, the Morning Siar, has latterly adopted the 
custom of printing a return every morning of the 
greatest number of Peers present in the House of 
Lords the preceding evening, in order to show the ridi- 
culously small number who attend in the Upper 
Chamber to the business of the country. Lord Granville 
last night denounced such a course of criticism as un- 
fair, and: justly, for the most important branches of 
public business in the Commons such as the voting of 
supplies, are attended by much fewer numbers than are 
to be found in the Lords on the thinnest night. The 
Radicals, in their animosity against Pam, insinuate that 
the dwindling down of the majority from fifty-three on 
the second, to nine on the third, reading of the Paper 
Duties Repeal Bill was a contrivance of Lord Palmer- 
ston ; they forget that Bright absented himself from the 
third reading of the bill. They do not hesitate to say 
that a hint from the Premier to Delane of the Times 
caused that journal, the morning after the third reading, 
to suggest to the Peers thatan opportunity was afforded 
thereby of throwing out the bill.

tion of the House. That every such contract, when exe- 
cuted would, forthwith, if Parliament be then sitting,or, 
if Parliament be not then sitting, within fourteen days 
after it assembles, be laid upon the table of the Llouse, ac 
companied by a minute of the Lords of the Treasury, 
setting forth the grounds on which they have pro- 
ceeded in authorising it. That in cases where any such 
contract requires to be confirmed by Act of Parliament, 
the bill for that purpose should not be introduced and 
lealt with as a private bill; and that power to the Go. 
vernment to enter into agreements by which obligations 
at the public charge shall be undertaken should not be 
given in any private act. 

As a corollary. pr eceding this notice, Mr. Baxter

The British Go- 
vernment had never concealed their objections to that 
annexation ; meanwhile, the Italians, after suffering for 
centuries the reproach of their dissensions and the 
utmost m‘s-government, naturally seized upon the op- 
portunity of union and liberty. Those objects they 
partially achieved under the King of Sardinia. France 
thereupon enforced her demands, founded upon the 
Sardinian Treaty, declaring, at the same time, that she 
never would resort to force to attain the sovereignty 
ot the provinces she claimed. What course could the 
British Government pursue under such circumstances, 
but to leave the Italians free to follow their own 
counsel? They had hitherto shown themselves con- 
tented with the progress of events with regard 
Sicily in particular. Lord John Russell briefly 
reviewed the policy which England had pursued 
towards that island since 1806, when it was 
solely through British protection that the Spanish 
Bourbon Monarch preserved his crown to the 
present day, explaining the cause which had ren-
